CHOLERA AT VALENCIA. 



ROADS AT NIGHT FILLED WITH THE 
MUFFL1D ROLL OF HEARSES.

Valencia, July 8, -The cholera is still 
laying its thousands and its (-mis nf thou- 
sands, nor is it sure that the epidemic has 
yet done its worst. The news from several 
of the afflicted districts is better; but this is 
partly attributed to the exodus which has 
half emptied Mureia. In Valencia tho mor- 
tality, instead of diminishing, grows greater. 

During tbediy the signs of d-:i;h are kepi 
carefully out of Right, but at night the roads 
are filled witu the multb 1 souu 1 of he irsei 
rolling an 1 (M* tramping onward to tba sul» 
urban ccinet. ries. All whom b.isiuexs or 
poverty does not tie to the city b»Vt left to 
avoid the plague. Those who are unable to 
ee perforce go about as usual, but the 
crowded churches, and the throngs who 
daily bescige tbe laboratory of Dr. Ferrau 
toll their own tale, and though the natural 
levity of people saves them from a panic, t ti.- 
cholera is on every tongue. Everv paper is 
full of the cholera. Chol.ru Asiatic end 
sporadic has been descried §0 death. Ween 
ou have seen a doien cases you have seen 
them all. 

The interest of the present epidemic lies 
eesintbe symptoms, curious though some 
of them are, than in the all-imporcaut an I 
absorbing questions, "Can we be protected 
against cholera, and if so, howf After hav- 
ing visited a few hospitals and private 
dwellings infected with the pleague, the cor- 
respondent therefore devoted most of his at- 
tion to Dr. Ferran and the inoculation que* 
ion. Following the example of the medical 
authorities sent here, he has endeavored to 
ascertain whether Dr. Ferran's vaccination 
system is safe, and whether it is efficacious. 

Dr. Ferran's name ia just now a buttle cry. 
His partisans and foes are equally uumcrous. 
To search for the truth under present clr - 
cumstances is almost as difficult as to look 
for a needle iu a bale of hay. Time and pa- 
ience alone cau fully decide the poiuts at 
issue. Inquiry, however, has con- 
vinced tbe correspondent that, whether 
anti-cholera vaccination is to be recommend- 
ed or not, most of the investigators who so 
far have visited Dr. Ferran have been car- 
ried away by a generous and perhaps natural 
enthusiasm, and that the inquiries have lost 
much of their value owiu< to tbjir not bj-

Despite fierce denials it is certain that 
when the vaccine is carelessly injected peo- 
ple ruu some risk. At Aleira a lo al dootor 
the other day acknowledged that persou- 
vaccinated bad abcesaes afterward. Home 
here told the correspondent 
that tbe neglect in cleaniug tbe inoculation 
needle may cause graver diseases. Contrary, 
however, to the assertions of a London med- 
ical paper, no well established case of scp- 

In tbe vast majority of cases all 
the physicians with whom tbe correspondent 
hss diai usm d the subject trankly aomit thai 
vaccination is harmless. 

A distinguished microbiologist, however, 
•(vwtically qualified this admission by the 
remark that, as the cholera only entered the 
system through the digestive organs, it was 
childish to expect any immunity by inject- 
ing vaccine into the blood. Another author- 
ity, while refusing to say whether he be- 
liev~i or disbelii v.vl the clucacy of vaccine, 
observed that it was strange if inoculation 
really useful that it seldom or never 
produced even a mild diarrhea. As a rule 
the correspondent finds that the people who 
have linen vaccinated suffer nothing beyond 
a slight pain, stiffness in the arms, headache 
llgl iumtennrilj a little fever, but excep 
'onal subject* suffer more acutely. 

Medical opinion in Valencia inclines 
strongly toward Dr. Ferran. This is partlv 
explained by political feeling, but the feel- 
inn is genuine. Dr Uuzman, one of the 
most eminent professors iu the Valencia 
school of medicine, however, and manv 
other local celebrities, and Dr. Mendoai, 
lately of the royal commission, who is nmk 
ing indepeuJent microbiological studies 
here, do not share the general opinion.

Viewed as a test the correspondent uuhesi- 
tatingly declares that the vaccination sta- 
tiitica so tar published, including those ol 
Aleira, are insufficient, 'i'hey have lieen 
prepared by Dr. Ferran's parttaaw, No 
counter statistics have been opposed t 
them. Again, as already cabled, Aleira 
is an exceptionally well-to-do town. The 
deaths have chiefly occurred among the 
poor, and it is by no means certain that 
those who were iuoculated would iu any 
case have had cholera. Moreover, the epi- 
demic in Aleira was uot severe. Three hun- 
dred and twenty parsons out of probably 
twenty-two thousand perished altogether tie- 
tween May 1 and June #1. This will seem 
very trifling to those who remember the .St. 
Louis epidemic, especially if it is borne in 
mind that in Spain sanitation is at best in-

Keview of the Administration— Contin- 
uation of Iteforin by the Iteformers.
